Soon after theſe droges were remoyed from 
their hive, a new and different ſcene offered 
itſelf to the inhabitants; for our royal bene- 
factor king Henry VIII. having, in the 36 
year of his reign, been pleaſed to viſit this 
town, and reſt here one night, in his voyage 
to the ſiege of Bulloigne, upon a repreſenta- 
tion made to him, that doubts in law might 
ariſe concerning the validity of the juriſdic- 
tion of the town, ſince the diſſolution of the 
abbey, he, the enſuing year, granted to it a 
new and ample charter, not only confirming 
thereby all their former rights and privileges, 
but of his royal favour he beſtowed upon it 
the additional grants of a court-leet, the mar- 
kets and fairs, and ſome other emoluments 
which before appertained to the abbey. By 
this gracious charter the corporation hath ever

PT HERE was another religious houſe 
within the limits of the town, ſituated
